CHAPTER 146, LAWS OF 1967

AN ACT to amend 40.41 (2) of the statutes, relating to renewal of
teacher contrarts.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:
490.41 {2) of the statutes is amended to read:

40.41 (2) A teacher shall be given written notice of renewal or
refusal ef to remew his coniract for the ensuing school year on or before
Apeil 3 March 15 of the school year during which said teacher holds a
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contract by the managing or other proper board, school board or
district board of vocational, technical and adult education or an authorized
officer or school district adminisirator of the seheel board or
district in which the teacher is employed. If no such notice is given on
or before April 1 March 15, the contract of teneching serviee then in
force shall be continued for the ensuing school year. A teacher receiving
a notlce of renewal of contract for the ensuing school year frem t—he

board or proper offieer; or a teacher who does not receive
a notice of renewal or refusal ef to remew his er her coniract for the
ensumg school year on or before Apeil 3 March 15, shall accept or reject,
in writing, such confract not later than April 15 followmg No {eaechers
teacher shall be employed or dismissed except by a majority vote of
the full membership of the manasing bedy or board. Nothing in this
section shall prevent the modification or termination of a contract by
mutual agreement of the teacher and the gschoeol board. No such board
may enter into a contract of employment with a teacher for any veriod
of time as to which the teacher is then under a contract of employment with
another distriet,
